But it 
is interesting to note that there has been since 
the war more freedom of utterance, more frankness | 
and vigor of criticism and, in consequence, more 
progress in the military affairs of Great Britain 
and France than in ours. | | 

Yet the American people a right to know!l- 
edge of their defense and the enlightenment 
which they can gain only through the discussion 
of those who have professional knowledge or actual 
experience or both. Army and navy men may dis- 
agree with Admiral Magruder in one detail or an- 
other, but the services and the country owe him 
thanks for the courageous expression of his 
opinions.
